BOISE (AP) — Bagpipes were 
played and period rifles fired as 
the remains of three Civil War* 
era individuals were reburied in 
the Milit^ Reserve cemetery 
on Memorial Day. 

. The identities' of the trio ■ 
remain a puzzle. 

Their bones in three pinewood 
cqffins were placed in a new 
^ve on Monday as the Idaho 
C^vil War Volunteers in diilitaiy 
garb fired blackpowder rifles 
pure drees.
